summary:  On  May  1. 1992,  the 
Department  of  Education  published  in 
the  Federal  Register  a  notice  of 
proposed  rulemaking  (NPRM)  for  the 
Early  Intervention  Program  for  Infants 
and  Toddlers  with  Disabilities.  The 
purpose  of  the  NPRM  was  to  implement 
changes  to  the  Early  Intervention 
Program  resulting  from  the  Individuals 
with  Disabilities  Education  Act 
Amendments  of  1991.  The  NPRM 


provided  for  a  60Klay  comment  period 
ending  June  3a  1992  (57  FR 18986). 

In  response  to  requests  received,  the 
Secretary  extends  the  comment  period 
to  July  31, 1992.  The  extension  applies  to 
all  proposed  regulations  except 
S  303.124. 


DATES:  Comments  must  be  received  on 
or  before  July  31, 1992,  except  for 
§  303.124  for  which  the  comment  period 
ends  June  30, 1992.
